Claims 5-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record shows or renders obvious a mobile vehicle as 
defined in claims 5 and 10 wherein at vehicle start-up the starting position and the end 
position of the inch pedal are allocated in the electronic control unit to the characteristic 
line of a 0% and 100% inch effect to eliminate mechanical adjustment of the distance 
sensor.
